Will Recommend That Re- 
duction Be Made in Re- 
port to Mayor. 








Water Commissioner Adkins told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday that he 
is now ready to make a report recom- 
mending a reduction in water rates to 
St. Louls manufacturers. 

The report will be made to the Mayor 
within a few days, he said, and will con- 
tain a rate of 3 cents per thousand gal- 
lons of water to manufacturers using a 


large amount of water. He would not 


say what amount it was necessary to 
use to entitle the business interest to 
this rate. 

Proportionate rates for factories using 
less than the maximum amount would 
be recommended, he said. The lowest 
rate now in effect is 8 cents per 1000 gal- 
lons. This 3-cent rate, he says, will be 
the lowest at which water is supplied 
by any city in the United States. 

Commissioner Adkins stated that he 
had no means of determining accurately 
the amount‘ the city would lose by the 
reduction in the rates. He estimated it 
at $150,000. The-loss is ® be made up 
by taxing fire plugs $2 each. Adkins 
said he did not think there was a fac- 
tory in St. Louis consuming enough 
water now to get the benefit of the 3- 
cent rate. 

Some of the cotton mills that are look- 
ing for sites in St. Louis consume 6,- 
000,000 to 7,000,000 gallons a day. They 
will get the benefit of the 3-cent rate if 
they build plants here, it is said.

‘‘Dode’’ Murphy’s sick baby, stroking 
its cheeks and murmuring ‘‘Poor baby!”’ 
His sympathy having been sensitized by 
reveral drinks. 

Men Are Anxious. 

Until these momentous cases are set- 
tled it was expected that the suspended 
men would have to wait longer to learn 
what the accusations against them are.

It Is Expected That Gover- 
nor Will Be Renominated 
by Delegates. 


By Associated Press. 

DAYTON, O., June 21.—A plank carry- 
ing @ presidential indorsement for Gov. 
Harmon will be inserted in the platform 
to be laid before the State Democratic 
convention which opens here tonight. 
This had been definitely decided on by 
Democratic leaders, and Gov. Harmon, 
although aware of their purpose, has so 
far shown no intention of opposing 
them. The Governor proposes to confine 
his campaign for renomination to State 
issues, according to a statement made 
by him, but he has declined to discuss 
his presidential boom in any way.

Cleveland Supports Bryan. 

Mr. Bryan’s point of view will be sup- 
ported by the followers of former Mayor 
Tom L. Johnson of Cleveland and the 
Cleveland delegation. Gov. Harmon and 
his following are on the opposite side 
and the general opinion is that they 
will win. 

As far as the gubernatorial nomina- 
tion is co¥cerned, it is a foregone con- 
clusion that Gov. Harmon will be re- 
nominated and it is also considered as 
settled that Attice Pomerone of Canton 
will be named as Lieutenant-Governor, 
although a fight is expected. 

The fight on the senatorial in- 
dorsement proposition began at 10 
o'clock today, when the State Cen- 
tral Committee met.

Webb declared he saw Johnson 
last at the Union depot yesterday after- 
noon waiting for a train to go to Seat- 
tle. He asserted that Johnson was in- 
toxicated at the time. 

Damaging Evidence Found. 

Nothing important was elicited from 
them. On Webb's person were found 
two watches, one of which Mrs. John- 
son identified as her husband's, and two 
ladies’ -handkerchiefs, both bloodstained. 
One of Webb’s hands was injured and 
bandaged. He carried an Internationa! 
Typographical card issued by Vancou- 
ver, B. C., Local No. 226. 

Webb is believed to have operated in 
real estate in Seattle within the last 
few months. 

An ordinary looking. trunk was re- 
ceived at the depot late in the day and 
ordered checked by the way of the Ore- 
gon & Washington Railroad to North 
Puyallup, a station not on that road. 
Shortly before 10 o’clock last night the 
trunk was. taken to the platform. There 
the mis. take was noticed, and it was 
sent back to the baggage room. 

A little later one of the baggage men 
noticed a pool of blood, which had 
trickled from the trunk, broke it open 
and discovered the body of a man. 
Investigation by detectives developed 
that the man’s name was W. A. John- 
gon, and a visit to the rooms occupied 
by him and his family resulted in the 
discovery that the mattress was sat- 


’ yurated with blood, and also that blood 


was spattered over many personal be- 
longings of Johnson. 

Several beer bottles were found in 
the room and a bottle of wood alcohol. 

The detectives believe Johnson was 
first drugged with the alcohol, ihen 
struck over the temple with a ‘‘black- 
jack,”’ as he lay on the bed, shot 
through the temple, and finally, to make 
death certain, Johnson's negliigee shirt 
had been twisted and highly knotted 
about his neck.

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POLICE HISTORY 
CT LOUIS TOLD I 
PENTENARY BOOK 


Department Celebrates One 
Hundredth Anniversary of 
Its Foundation. 








A hunéred years’ development of the 
St. Louis Police Department is told 
in the 1910 “Police History,” just off the 


press. The- book commemorates the 


100th anniversary of the organization of 


the St. Louis department. 

The department started as a force of 
constabulary. Members were not paid 
for their services. The force consisted 
of four men. Plain citizens were, how- 
ever, subject to call. The duties of the 
constabulary were simple but strenu- 
ous. In their simplicity, they were in 
marked contrast to the manifold and 
complex duties of the policeman now 

Preserving the peace is only the be- 
ginning of his work. The book says: 
“He ferrets out the cases of the desti- 
tute and the starving, and his is the 
first purse to open and out of his mea- 
ger store he gives. He must be on 
hand, risking his life in fires; his is the 
first hand to aid the Injured in acci- 
dents; he must delve into the depths 
of suicide and murder, reporting to his 
superior every detail; the excise laws 
are his to enforce and report on; every 
avenue, every fibér and artery of the 
municipal dife fs his and part at least 
of the credit for the splendid «recent 
growth of the city should be given to 
every patrolman, every Sergeant, every 
Lieutenant, to the captains and the 
heads of the department and to the 
various boards of police commissioners 
who have brought the department up to 
its present magnificent standard.” 


1880 in Department, 

There are 1880 persons in the St. 
Louis Police Department and the por- 
traits of all of these are shown in 
the 1910 book. The rank and file of 
the force are represented by 1443 
sturdy men. There are 14 captains, 14 
lieutenants and 130 sergeants, with 
one chief over all. Both the Police 
Chief and the Detective Chief have 
assistant chiefs, i 

The 1910 history fs true to its name. 
It gives a very complete history of 
the depurtment from the first days of 
the constabulary in 1809 to the pres- 
ent time. The second step was the 
appointment of the first captain in 
1818. Fle was the first man to receive 
a salary as a policeman in St. Louis. 
Itis name was Mackey Wherry. The 
rame of constabulary was dropped @& 
that time. A ‘night watch” of two 
men was installed.

In his first message, Dec. 9 last, President Taft 
incorporated this promise as a recommendation to 
Congress. In neither case does he go so far as 
to satisfy present public opinion. A mere publi- 
cation of campaign contributions is no longer 
enough. The demand is for the @ublication be 
fore election, after the style fixed’ by the Demo- 
cratic National Committee during the last cam- 
paign. : 

To such a measure Mr. Taft has never commit- 
ted himself. It ig the fear that the Democrats in 
the Senate will make a point of “publication be- 
fore election” that has caused Senator Burrows, 
chairman of the Committee on Elections, to with- 
hold the bill providing for publication after elec- 
tion.

If Mr. Knox were to leave Washington now 
the newest development in our diplomacy would 
languish and there might easily be alarm in 
Wall street. Other great men have put politics 
into business and business into politics, but he 
is the bold innovator who first gave the money 
power a footing in the Department of State. 
This near approach by various international 
banking houses to the great seal of the United 
States leaves nothing to be desired by them 
except control of the army and navy, and that 
may come in time. 

President and Secretary have both defended in 
recent speeches what has been described as ‘“Dol- 
lar Diplomacy.” We have beea told that “broad 
national advantages” were to be gained by it.

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MR. SMITH’S REMEDY FOR DIVORCE. 

The reformer who sets out to eliminate graft 
encounters no greater difficulties than the min- 
ister who begins by deploring the prevalence of 
divorce, and ends by prescribing a remedy for it. 
Rev. William Smith of the Memorial Church met 
all the usual difficulties. 

He began by counseling forbearance and pa- 
tience by the married and ended by advising socia] 
ostracism for those divorced for what he called 
trifling causes. What are trifling causes? To 
answer the question involves the exercise of pow- 
ers of discrimination and judgment which neither 
society as a whole nor the individuals composing 
it possess. Mr. Smith’s remedy would be to pen- 
alize an assumed error of judgment on the part 
of the divorced by having society sit in judg- 
ment on the error. Divorced persons are neither 
criminal nor pariahs. They are unfortunate. 
Shall we stone them from the market place for 
a manifestation of human fraflty, or shall we 
comfort them and'seek to change their views of 
life? Would it not be better that society contrib- 
ute to the prevention of divorce than that it 
take upon itself the duty of judging whether the 
divorce was necessary Or unnecessary, advisable 
or inadvisable? 

It was here that Mr. Smith got snarled. “Dpi- 
‘vorce,” he said, “is to be shunned except for the 
gravest of reasons.” Once the propriety or ne- 
cessity of divorce {Is admitted for any reasons 
at all, chaos follows. The question has been un- 
der discussion for centuries, and no progress has 
been made. Nevertheless and despite other in- 
hibitions that suggest themselves, Mr. Smith 
would invoke as a remedy the modern substitute 
for the ancient stone-throwing.

The men who represent th rietary lines 
of the St. Louis Terminal Ra Yay Association 
must be extraordinarily stupid jr extremely in- 
sincere, Their professed ignorance of the bridge 
arbitrary argues a lack of intelligence about their 
own business which calls for an inquiry concern- 
ing their mental condition, or a searching exam- 
ination of their moral standards. 

Fortunately the question, “What is the arbi- 
trary?” put by several railroad men after the 
Railroad Committee had formally declined to 


| abolish it, did not go begging. Mr. Teichmann, 


Mr. Schutz and other spokesmen of the Joint 
Conference Committee for the city enlightened 
the railroad experts on the subject. Councilman 
Schutz answered Mr. Hart so completely that the 
railroad representative was knocked out of the 
debate. It was rather a humiliating experience 
for a group of railroad experts. 

If a competitive road should run into St. 
Louis on its own independent terminals it would 
not take the terminal railroads a second to dis- 
cover what the arbitrary is, where it is and how 
to get rid of it. On all southern territory served 
over the Thebes Bridge there has been no arbi- 
trary since the bridge has been in operation. 
The railroads recognized and abolished the arbi- 
trary beyond the 100-mile zone when they found 
it necessary to do so. 

But they cannot see an arbitrary in a charge 
of 20 cents for carrying coal across the river to 
St. Louis when it is delivered in every part of 
East St. Louis without extra charge above the 
rail rate. 

Twenty cents is charged for a three-mile haul 
to St. Louis on the Terminal tracks, but nothing 
is charged for an eight-mile: haul in East St. 
Louis. Yet there is no arbitrary. 

But why discuss the matter further? The 
dodging and confusing of so plain an issue on 
the part of the representatives of the great 
transportation interests of this territory is dis- 
couraging. It indicates that it is impossible to 
obtain justice from the railroads without force. 
The power of the Government exercised through 
law must be used to compel justice. Meanwhile 
if the railroads of the Terrhinal combine finally 
refuse to yield to fair proposals, St. Louis is not 
helpless. The city can demonstrate its power to 
compel public service corporations to comply 
with its conditions and obey its will. 

But we indulge the hope that the Terminal 
Railroads will listen to reason. The pleasant dis- 
position of their representatives to talk over dif- 
ferences promises results.

This information 1s printed as a 
warning to St. Louis’ reckless chauffeurs to stay 
out of New York. 
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TAFT’S UNCOMPLETED TASE. 

In actual number of measures President Taft 
has a good record of accomplishment to the 
credit of his administration for the closing ses- 
sion of Congress, but the details of legislation 
fall far short of his program. The railroad bill 
in its final form illustrates his failure to per- 
form the task he undertook of completing the 
work mapped out by his predecessor. 

Two points of great value were cut out of 
the bill by the railroad interests. One was the 
clause providing for the physical valuation of 
the roads, which is essential as a basis for the 
determination of reasonable rates. The other 
was the clause providing for the Federal super- 
vision of railroad stock and bond issues, the 
adoption of which would have marked a long 
step forward in checking the greedy schemes of 
railroad speculators and high financiers. The 
reference of the subject to a commission is a 
device for delay. 

The failure of the President’s own distinct pet 
measure, the legalizing of traffic agreements, is 
perhaps a gain rather than a loss to the public. 
It is a gain that the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission may take the initiative in questioning 
the reasonableness of rates, or suspending and 
reviewing schedules. The railroads must wait 
until the reasonableness of the rates have been 
decided before putting advances into effect. The 
work of the commission has been greatly in- 
creased, but on the other hand the settlement of 
disputes ought to be expedited by the new court 
of commerce. 

The problem of railroad regulation is not yet 
completely solved. The methods are not perfect- 
ed, but since the beginning of the work of soly- 
ing it vast progress has been made.

THE LATEST ADDITIONS. 
The first was the last, even as it was written, 
and the last territory to become a state was the 
one in which white men first made a home with- 
in the borders of this country. When President 
Taft signed the statehood bill yesterday, the fam- 
ily of states gave tardy recognition to the oldest 
member of the politica] family. 
In Santa Fe there stands a long, low, porticoed 
building, which has for three centuries been the 
seat of power, Spanish, Mexican, Indian or Amer- 
ican. Its walls were raised before the Pilgrims 
landed or the cavaliers sailed into Jamestown 
Harbor. : 
These states that soon will join the union will 
be strange figures around the national board. 
Sixty per cent of the inhabitants are of Mexican 
blood and many of the functions of territorial 
government are conducted in the Spanish lan- 
guage. Interpreters are a necessity in all courts 
and assemblies. In the territorial legislatures, 
which are bi-lingual when a speaker uses En- 
glish, an interpreter tells those in the galleries 
what he is saying. Often in court trials, an 
interpreter renders the witness’ testimony into 
English for the court and lawyers, and renders 
the lawyers’ questions into Spanish for the jury. 
This after 70 years of Americanization. This 
reticence in adopting American ways has long 
kept the territory from statehood. 
New Mexico has ten thousand miles more area 
than Arizona, and Arizona is larger than 
the kingdom of Italy. It is almost as large 





as New York and all New England. It is larger 
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than New York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey ang 
Delaware. All the farms of Rhode Island cola 
be put in one irrigated valley in Arizona. Ari. 
zona has one forest larger than the State of 
Indiana. The two hundred miles that the Colo. 
rado River plunges through the Grand Canon 
is believed to be the world’s greatest power pro- 
ducer. The territory produces more than $50,- 
000,000 worth of copper a year, and &o the Copper | 
Trust controls all of the legal and legislative 
machinery it can. Arizona will start with its} 
trust problem in full bloom. Its early corpora- 
tion acts will be interesting studies. 

Arizona has 113,020 square miles of area with 
a population of 200,000. New Mexico has an 
area of 122,580 square miles with a population, 
of 450,000. ' 

A news item says of Gov. Hugkes: “With one 
swing of the executive ax he lopped off $4.713,747 
from the State’s expenditures.” The Governor's 
only excuse for this act was that proposed ex-4 
penditures exceed possible income. Itis becoming 
plainer and plainer that the Republicans thought 
the Supreme bench the place for Hughes only be- 
cause no cemetery site was available.

A rush of buying orders from both 
commission houses and professionals 
carried domestic wheat prices up- 


ward in a wild flight In today’s mar-. 


ket. 

Sensational reports of crop damage 
in the Northwest flooded the pits and, 
with high temperatures and no 
moisture to relieve the reported 
drouth conditions, all markets re- 


flected extreme bullishness, 
The Minneapolis market reflected 


unusual anxiety over the outlook, 
July wheat there rising in leaps and 
bounds from a closing at $1.06% to 
$1.12% before the advance was halted. 
Mifineapolis July wheat closed at 
$1.044 on Saturday. The advance 
in the past two days is 8c a bushel. 

Through the Red River Valley, in 
Minnesota and in the principal wheat- 
growing sections of North and South 
Dakota, temperatures today showed 
a slightly lower range compared to 
Monday. Bismark, N. D., Monday re- 
ported a maximum of 102 degrees; 
Devils Lake, N. D., 100; Huron, 8. D., 
94; and St. Paul, 98. 

The forecast for today was: 

Minnesota: Partly cloudy, with 
probable showers late tonight or 
Wednesday; cooler Wednesday. 

North and South Dakota: Partly 
cloudy and unsettled; cooler tonight. 

To increase the bullish sentiment 
July wheat in Chicago was very erra- 
tic, rising from a close at 95%c to

Chicago contract stocks of wheat 
are 1,534,000 bu., a decrease for the 
week.of 439,009 bu. and the trade is 
again talking congestion in the July 
delivery should unfavorable harvest 
weather prevent the movement of the 
new crop.

BY FALSE SCALES 


Fractional Ounces Here and 
There Net Big Returns 
to Dishonest Dealers. 





INSPECTIONS A FARCE 





‘Storekeepers Always Ready 
for City. Officials—Large 
Revenue From Chickens. 





Dishonest gtocery and meat deal- 
ers resort to many methods of 
Mshert-weighting or cheating custo- 
mers. All grocery and meat mar- 
‘ket scales are regularly inspected by 
the city. But dealers generally know 
about when to expect the inspectors. 
They arrange their tricks accordingly. 

Many even-balance scales are in use 
in St. Louis. By making the _ scale 
weight lighter than 4t should be a 
dealer can cheat a consumer on every 
purchase. This weight can be made 
lghter by drilling a hole in it, or, some- 
times, by removing a few shot from it. 
The weights’ that go with the cheaper 
ecales are painted when they are sent out

Letters Telling of 
Short Weight Sought 
by Post-Dispatch 


HE accompanying article is the 
ay second of a series detailing a 
Post-Dispatch reporter’s in- 
vestigation into conditions which 
aggravated the high cost of Hving 
in St. Louis. 

The practice of short-weighting, 
which is here shown to be common, 
cannot be stopped entirely by the 
city authorities. Much of the petty 
swindling of customers is done on 
scales which have been duly ap- 
proved by the City Inspector of 
Weights and Measures, but which 
the owners manipulate hurriedly 
and carelessly, to their customers’ 
loss much more frequently than 
thelr own. 

Post-Dispatch readers who have 
suffered from short-weighting, or 
from other practices on the part of 
dealers which tend to increase the 
cost of living, are invited to write 
briefly of their experiences to the 
Post-Dispatch.

The scale is tested, found to be cor- 
rect and stamped. The correct weight 
is then shifted to its hiding place, and 
remains there until the inspector is 
atout due again. In the meantime the 
light weight does service, and makes big 
profits for the dishonest dealer by tak- 
ing a Httle from every purchaser. The 
light weight scale in the aggregate gets 
many hundred pounds a year. 

Another sure way of cheating a cus- 
tomer is for the dealer or his clerk to 
lay his hand gently on the scale in such 
a manner that the purchaser cannot see 
it. With the aid of his hand a dishon- 
est dealer can make a short pound ap- 
pear to be full weight. 

By combining tricks with the use 
of the wood tray or carton method 
of short-weitghting consumers, the 
grocer or butcher can gain a big ad- 
vantage, with no fear of detection 
unless the consumer happens to have 
an accurate scale for weighing all 
articles. 

Thousands of wood trays are sold to 
St. Louis food consumers every day. 
While the grocer buys them at a very 
small cost he sells them to his cus- 
tomers for from one-half to three 
cents each, according to the value of 
the article sold. 

The average butter tray weighs 
three-quarters of an ounce. The av- 
erage lard tray weighs one-half an 
ounce. No allowance is ever made 
by even the honest grocer for the 
weight of the trays. 

When the consumer is paying 
cents an ounce for butter he ts made 
to pay more than two cents for the 
tray, which Is, to him, worthless. If 
he buys butter in pound packages he 
will find that the carton weighs 
three-quarters of an ounce, and some 
times a full ounce. 

No allowance is made by the dairy 
for the weight of the carton. The 
consumer, therefore, gets 15 ounces 
of butter, and one ounce of cardboard. 

Inspectors have found that many of 
the more dishonest dealers tamper with 
their scales. They may deftly stick a 
piece of chewing gum on the underside 
of the scale, where it cannot be seen 
by the purchaser, in such a way as to 
steal an ounce or more on every sale. 
Chickens gg Harvest. 

The spring chicken season affords a 
harvest for the meat market man who 
wishes to do a little legitimate cheating. 
This year dealers bought live spring 
chickens at 16 and 17 cents a pound. 

They sold the so-called dressed chick- 
ens at 3 cents a pound. A dressed 
chicken, as dealers dress it, weighs very 
little less than a live chicken, but the 
price is practically deubled. 

All the dressing the average dealer 
does is to remove the feathers from the 
chicken. There is a little less of blood, 
very little, from the wound made to 
sever the windpipe. The head is never 
chopped off because there would be too 
much loss from blood. 

The hidings of a chicken are never 
removed until they are weighed in to 
the purchaser at so much a pound. A 
Post-Dispatch reporter brought two 
spring chickens at 30 cents a pound. 
One of the chickens was sold for one 
and one-half pounds. It weighed, when 
actually drossed for cooking, 18% ounces. 
The loss in dressing was 5% ounces. 

The other chicken was bought for 65 
cents. It should have weighed, at that 
price, one pound 18% ounces. Its net 
weight, when dressed for the table was 
one pound and four, ounces. The loss 
was nine and one-half ounces, consid- 
erably more than one-half pound. The 
purchaser paid 44 cents a pound, instead 
of 8 cents, for all the parts of the 
chicken that could be eaten. 

Bad Chickers Sold. 
Sometimes dressed chickens, without 
being drawn, are retained in the iceboxeys 
of dealers for several days. The greed 
of the merchant for gain causes early 
decomposition to set in. and many chick- 
ens that are sold for absolutely fresh 
stock are hardly fit to eat. There is 
danger, too, of ptomaine poisoning from 
the decomposed flesh of the fowl.
